ELECTION OF SENATORS. 


BLAINE AND BRYAN. 


There i» no question bnt four-fifths of 


the voter* ot the United States, if they 
had • chance to express themselves. 
would declare in favor of electing United 
States Senator* by direct vote of the peo- 
ple, instead of by legislatures as is now 
required under the Constitution. If snch 
an amendment was to be submitted we 
doabt whether it would be rejec ed in 
any State in the Union. But the trouble 
ia tt« people are debarred the opportunv 
tjr of expressing themselves upon the 
subject, as Congress, nud especially the 
Senatorial branch, has always been loth 
to take the matter in hand. Many, and 
pe-nsps moat, of the Senators think their 
ouanses for reelection better under the 
present system than the one proposed, 
which is in itself an argument in its fa 
Tor. In fact the legislative system has 
nothing 10 recommend it except its an- 
tiquity. 


The question of electing by direct vote 


is not a new one. It is PS old aa tbe gov 
erameot itself. Pennsylvania and Vir- 
ginia led tbe fight in the convention that 
f.-ameJ the Constitution, in favor of elect- 
ing the Senators by direct vote of the 
people. The smaller States, fearing that 
advantage might be taken of them lu fu- 
ture legislation, because they were small, 
resisted the popular elections. Tiie> in- 
sisted that the unit of representation 
should be by States aud not b> districts. 
A compromise wan effected i>y leaving the 
election of Senators t>> legislatures of tbe 
different States, and that each State 
should have two Senator. The small 
States outnumbering the large ones fore 
ed the compromise, consequently the ar 
rangement was acquiesced iu. Bnt it » 
evident enough that fiom that day to tbe 


• present time the seutiment of tbe people 


has been growing iu favor of election b> 
direct vote, until it has reached the pn 
portions estimated iu the tint paragraph 
of this article.

of the legislature are often elected, no',
